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Little Journeys In Science 


BROMINE 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Bromine was discovered about a 
century ago by the French scientist 
Ballard. The element occurs in na- 
ture as bromides, chiefly as magne- 
sium bromide and sodium bromide, 
which are found in many springs and 
salt desposits. The Stassfurt de- 
in Germany and the salt 
waters of Michigan and Ohio are 
richest in bromides. Sea water also 
contains small amounts of bromides. 

Bromide is prepared commercially 
by the electrolysis of a solution of a 
bromide or by treating solutions of 
bromides with the more active ele- 
ment chlorine. 

In recent years the demand for 
bromide has greatly increased, due to 
its use in the preparation of a com- 
pound called ethylene bromide. This 
compound is a constituent of ethyl 
gasoline. An effort is being made at 
the present time by scientists to ob- 
tain additional supplies of bromine 
from the bromides in sea water. Sea 
water contains about seventy parts 
of bromide in a million of water, 
which means that about 2,000 gal- 
lons of the water must be treated to 
secure a pound of bromine. To re- 
cover bromine from sea-water, a ship 
was equipped capable of recovering 
100,000 pounds of the element per 
month. It has been reported that the 
trial trip of this vessel was quite 
successful, and as a result of this 
rather large size experiment a plant 
has been built on the Atlantic coast 
for the extraction of bromine from 
the ocean. The success of this ven- 
ture has suggested the possibility of 
extracting gold from sea water in a 
similar way. 

Bromine is a dark-red fuming 
liquid with a very disagreeable odor. 
Bromine vapor attacks the eyes very 
painfully and produces great irrita- 
tion when inhaled. It is about three 
times as heavy as water and is 
moderately soluble in water. 

Bromides are compounds produced 
when™bromine*combines with other 
elements. Those of potassium and 
sodium are used in medicine as 
sedatives and the preparation of 
silver Promide, ‘Whigh is used exten- 
sively in»photography as the sensi- 
tive material on the plate. Bromine 
is also used in the prepaartion of im- 
portant dyes. Considerable quanti- 
ties of bromine are used in the 
manufacture of tear-gases, or lach- 
rymators.

Hay Fever Season Near 


New York Docter Has Treatment 
For Numerous Ailments 

With the hay fever “season’’ draw- 
ing near, Dr. William H. Dieffen- 
bach, of New York, revealed what 
he believes is an effective treatment 
for that ailment, and also for com- 
mon colds, abscessed teeth and cer- 
tain types of tonsilitis. 

The treatment, he said, is by ultra- 
short radio waves, and is administer- 
ed by a small economical apparatus 
not unlike a short wave radio set. 

Dr. Dieffenbach, .speaking before 
the convention of the American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy, explained the 
machine was developed after a study 
of the reason why radio operators, 
working in close quarters on ships 
and subjected to short waves, did 
not have colds, 

The patient is placed on a table, 
the physician explained, with his 
head between two electrodes which 
do not touch him. The cold treat- 
ments last from 10 to 15 minutes and 
are given daily for five or six days.

Our Beautiful Snow 
And Blue Geese

Readers please pardon a few words 
of my wild goose history. The an- 
cient facts are that I was from 1904 
to 1908 getting the first 11 Canada 
Geese to alight at Kingsville, and by 
1912 the flock had grown to be 
known all over the continent. That 
spring one blue goose came with the 
honkers and to tell the whole truth 
I had not been far enough from 
home to know what it was, but we 
named her dolly white head, In 
1915 we started banding the Canada 
Geesé and soon got in touch with the 
Eskimos and Missionaries of the far, 
far north. We found that the Dski- 
mos called these Blue and Lesser 
Snow Geese, Wavies. Well gradu- 
ally more and.more wavies came un- 
til I found myself weaving and wav- 
ing away into wavy anticipation as 
wavies were seer at Point Pelee, 
Rondeau, St. Clair Flats, Cedar 
Creek, and Anderson Marsh, In fact 
odd ones were seen for fifty miles 
around our sanctuary and I got the 
snow andéblue goose fever so badly 
that I wrote Mr. Paul Reddington 
who was then Chief of the United 
States Biological Survey, .at Wash- 
ington, D.C., asking permission to go 
into the Louisiana Marshes to band 
the wavies. He replied at once stat- 
ing he would allow me the privilege 
providing I would put the United 
States Biological Survey Bands on 
them. To this I made no reply, but 
in about two weeks I received an- 
other letter offering me the privil- 
ege to put my band on one leg and 
the Untied States Biological Survey 
band on the other. Readers please 
pardon my lack of grammatic edu- 
cation, but if Mr. Reddington had 
written me the last letter. first I 
would have banded five thousand of 
those wavies in less than three years, 
and the results could have gone into 
all the schools in America. But by 
the time I received that last letter 
[ had changed my plans and I plant- 
ed an evergreen forest border two 
rods wide around a ten acre back 
field, then I dug a small pond in the 
centre of the field and named this 
ten acres the wavy field and I placed 
five wing-tipped wavies in this ten 
acres, and last spring, 1934, we 
caught and banded seven wavies, six 
blues and one snow, and according to 
a report I saw in the Toronto Globe 
there was a blue goose seen near 
London. This is fully one hundred 
miles east of my home, where we are 
gradually drawing the wavies from 
the West, but the report stated this 
goose had orange color on its head. 
Now this orange is not a goose color 
at all; it is an orange stain gathered 
from feeding in the dead flags and 
oat tails where they nose about for 
the tender roots below. Well, about 
May 10th, these seven banded wavies 
circled high and took the northern 
air line special for parts as yet un- 
known to me, and nothing worthy of 
mention happened until between one 
and two A.M., October 20th, when 1 
was awakened by an ear-full of 
goose honks, and when . daylight 
came we found that fifty-three honk- 
ers had arrived, and one young snow 
goose. We named this goose Lucy 
Snow and Lucy Snow is going to be 
banded. Monday, October 29th, was 
a beautiful cold morning and_ the 
bright blue sky was dotted here and 


there with low dark scudding clouds. 
The sun shining through in different 
places gave the heavens a glorious— 
yes, I feel like saying a glorious 
whispering effect. I was, of course, 
out chumming with all nature, when 
my north eye picked up as thrilling a 
sight as I will ever remember. Here 
were about fifty honkers with their 
honkhs and motors shut off, planing 
down out of the Heavens, They were 
not moving a feather, but remained 
in their V. formation and apparently 
just sat down on the air with their 
wings bowed downward in a half 
circle, as perfect and as uniform as 
80 many new moons with their faces 
down. Following them was not a 
flock, but a small swarm of wavies— 
yes, there were over five hundred of 
them. Some of the V-shaped lines 
would be most all snows, while. the 
others would be blues. Some lines 
were mixed about fifty-fifty. The 
adult snow geese being pure white, 
all but about twelve flight feathers 
at the tips of each wing, which are 
dark; the young being a smoky 
white. The adult blues have a pure 
white head and slate colored breast. 
The young blues vary from light to 
dark slate color, and heads from 
smoky white to dark slate—seldom 
two alike. These lesser snows and 
blue geese are one and the same 
birds in habits and size. They dif- 
fer only in color and in captivity 
they will cross as readily as Wyan- 
dotte chickens, and I am sure they 
cross in the wild state, for I have a 
high-bred wild one here right now. 
So it is plain to be seen there -would 
be at least six different colors in 
that beautiful flock of wavies, Yes, 
the Eskimos have it right. They are 
wavies and how they did weave and 
wave in the sunlight and shadow as 
they passed over this sanctuary, and 
will you believe it, this swarm of 
wavies was followed by another 
flock,.then later on another and. an- 
other until five flocks passed over, 
and in all there would be at least 
fifteen hundred. They passed over 
Kingsville on Monday, October 29th. 


I believe they were booked right 
through to Louisiana but had there 
been only fifteen or twenty in that 
first flock, . my picked-up _ bird 
knowledge causes me to believe they 
would have landed here with the fifty 
honkers that they were following. I 
also believe they had rested some- 
where between James Bay and here, 
as the majority were young birds, 
and they were all flying high and 
strong.

ed seven thousand. Therefore I can 
conscientiously say I am. thankfully 
glad I did not receive that last letter 
first.

Explanations And Comments 


Power for Witnessing, Acts 1:6-8, 
In their last interview with the Risen 
Christ, the apostles asked him when 
he would restore the kingdom to 
Israel. Their question shows how 
well-nigh impossible it still was for 
them to rid themselves of the com- 
mon Messianic expectation of the 
Jews that the Christ would rule over 
a Jewish nation independent of Rome 
and herself dominant, politically and 
religiously, over the other nations of 
the earth. “It needed the Pentecostal 
outpouring of, the Holy Spirit to 
teach the apostles that Christ’s King- 
dom is not of this world,” 

In his answer, “It is not for you 
to know times or seasons which the 
Father has set within his own author- 
ity,” Jesus does not stop to teach his 
disciples once again what he had so 
often taught them, that they had a 
wrong view of his kingdom, that it 
had nothing to do with their subjec- 
tion to Rome; instead, he warns 
them about speculation as to times 
and seasons. And then he promises 
them power through the coming of 
the Holy Spirit, and bids them be his 
witnesses in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea and Samaria, and unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth. “They 
were all thinking of ‘kingdoms,’ but 
the kingdom of the disciples was a 
little, vanishing splendor, while the 
Kingdom of Christ was the whole 
universe and purpose of God,” 

The Acts records the story of how 
the apostles carried out this cgmmis- 
sion. “The uttermost part of the 
earth” is represented by Rome, the 
capital of the Empire, the place 
where, as Irenes said, “All met 
from every quarter.” 

Whenever and wherever men and 
women are unitedly spiritual, prayer- 
ful, self-denying, carefully taught in 
Christian truth, and waiting upon 
the Spirit of God for his guidance in 
a matter of profound importance to 
His work, then and there the scene

No Leather Shortage | 


Situation Here Not Parallel With~ 
United States 

Canadian consumers and boot and 
shoe manufacturers have no need for 
concern if a shortage of heavy sole 
leather due to drouth and increased 
slaughtering of heavy cattle in the 
United States develops in the re- 
public, Dominion government officials 
said. 

“The feared United States situa- 
tion is not paralleled in Canada and 
the slaughter of heavy cattle in the 
Dominion is almost negligible, as the 
tendency is to market our cattle 
earlier than formerly,” officials said. 
Approximately 95 per cent. of boots 
and shoes worn by Canadians are 
manufactured in this country, it was, 
estimated. Of those imported the 
great bulk was from the United 
Kingdom.

DOMESTIC POLICY 
FOR THE U. S. 


Ottawa.—Canada had no informa- 
tion the United States government 
actually contemplated establishment 
of an air base in Lake Champlain, 
near the Quebec boundary, but any 
such step would’ be regarded as a 
matter of domestic policy on the 
part of the United States, Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, senate leader, told 
the upper house. 

He believed the newspaper report, 
Senator Meighen replied to Senator 
Rodolphe Lemieux (Lib., Montreal), 
had been founded entirely on a 
statement by a member of a com- 
mittee of the United States congress 
which was dealing with the subject. 
A bill was passed by congress and 
became effective last June 5 author- 
izing construction of airports and 
defence areas within which major 
construction might take place. One 
of these areas, he continued, was the 
northwest area and a proposal to 
construct there was indicated. Be- 
yond that nothing was done. ~ 

Senator Raoul Dandurand, Liberal 
leader, said when behind closed doors 
an expert of the United States naval 
department had recommended to 
congress an airport be built near the 
Canadian border, and the recom- 
mendation had been published, Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt had made a 
statement. The United States presi- 
dent had declared it was beyond con- 
ception that his government con- 
sidered such a safeguard was neces- 
sary in view of relations between 
Canada and the United States. The 
declaration had been welcomed. 


Should Use Franchise 


Agnes McPhail Urges Women To 
Enter Politics 

Toronto. — Miss Agnes Macphail 
challenged the National Council of 
Women, addressing the council’s an- 
nual meeting here, to use their fran- 
chise and what privileges they pos- 
sessed. 

“How long am I to be the only 
woman member of the House of 
Commons?” she asked. “It is time, 
if the women really care about the 
franchise, that they got into the 
‘work. You can get into the House 
of Commons when you're a friend of 
the people of any constituency if you 
want to. 

“It is time the women took their 
courage in their hands and did the 
job and cared nothing about what 
anyone thinks.” Miss Macphail said 
she had been the only woman mem- 
ber of the commons for 13 years. 


Gets Curtain Call 


Grace Moore Scores A_ Sensation 
In London 

London.—Grace Moore scored a 
sensation as Mimi in La Boheme be- 
fore Queen Mary and a glittering 
audience of London’s society. 

She took 15 eurtain calls after the 
final act, which was believed a mod- 
ern record for historic Covent Garden 
hall. 

The queen started to leave after 
the second curtain call but came 
back and applauded the United 
States singer for the third time. As 
Miss Moore curtsied low, the queen 
bowed and smiled at her. 


New Minister Arrives 


New York.—Satomotsi Kato, new- 
ly appointed Japanese minister to 
Canada, and his wife, arrived in New 
York aboard the liner Majestic. Mr.

Legislation Has Been Recommended 
For People Over Forty 

Ottawa. —- Dominion legislation to 
give blind persons pensions when 
they reach the age of 40, on the same 
terms that all needy persons receive 
the pension when over 70 under the 
Old Age Pensions Act, was recom- 
mended in a report tabled in the 
House of Commons. The report was 
made by the house committee on in- 
dustrial and international relations. 

Since the Old Age Pension Act 
applies in only seven of the nine 
provinces, Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick never having adopted it, the 
report recommends the provinces be 
enabled to participate in blind pen- 
sions without undertaking provisions 
of the act in regard to all needy per- 
sons. 

The report said a check between 
statistics compiled by organizations 
interested in the blind and census re- 
turns placed the total number of 
blind in thé nine provinces at 3,016 
of whom approximately 2,600 would 
be eligible for pensions. 

The estimated expenditure by the 
government on the basis of present 
contributions was placed at less than 
$500,000 annually, with $125,000 re- 
quired to the end of the-present fis- 
cal year. This was apart from ad- 
ministrative expenses. The maximum 
pension is $20 a month. 


No Bids For Bonds 


Ontario Government Bond Issue Had 
No Buyers 

Toronto.—The Hepburn government 
in Ontario met the failure of the fin- 
ancial interests of the country to bid 
on Ontario’s $15,000,000 bond issue 
with the declaration ‘There will be 
no surrender.” 

For several hours after the noon- 
hour closing time for the receipt of 
tenders when it was discovered none 
had been submitted, the Ontario cabi- 
net was in session, Late in the day 
Premier Hepburn emerged with a 
prepared statement in which he 
charged “the financial interests have 
consolidated and have undertaken to 
force the government to surrender,” 
and in which he declared “the plain 
issue is whether the country is to be 
governed by elected representatives 
or by the dictators in control of the 
machinery of money.” 

The premier offered no details of 
how the government, having failed to 
secure an offer for its first major 
bond issue, would secure necessary 
money, but he intimated if necessary 
the facilities of the Ontario govern- 
ment savings offices would. be ex- 
tended and bonds would be sold over 
the counter to the public.

Chaco War Ended 


Peace Protocol Between Two Nations 
Is Signed 

Buenos Aires.—War between Boli- 
via and Paraguay in the Gran Chaco 
jungle district was ended, with’ the 
signing of the peace protocol between 
the two nations. 

The. protocol was formally signed 
by the two countries’ foreign min-| 
isters in the presences of delegates 
from Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Peru, 
Uruguay, and the United States to 
the conference here for mediation.

AUSTRALIAN EXPLORER SAILS FOR HOLIDAY 


MOVEMENT FOR 
CAUSE OF PEACE 


London. — A non-partisan move-— 
ment designed to secure adherence 
of candidates of all political parties 
at the forthcoming general elections 
to the cause of peace and reconstruc- 
tion was launched here. 

A council of action, formed from 
the ranks of religious, social and 
political organizations, and support- 
ed by noted figures including David 
Lloyd George, Viscount Snowden and 
Sir Basil Blackett, a director of the 
Bank of England, made its plans 
known in a manifesto. Signed by 33 
P inent men and women who form 
the provisional @mmittee, the mani- 
festo. invited all organizations sym- 
pathetic to the new movement to 
send delegates to a two-day conven- 
tion to be held in London in July, at 
which a nation-wide campaign will 
be launched. 

The manifesto stressed the objec- 
tive of the council of action was not 
a negative one of opposition to the 
government, nor was it intended to 
support either of the opposition 
parties, Its aim would be to secure 
the support of candidates in all 
parties so that in the next House of 
Commons a considerable’ section 
would favor “bold reconstructions 
both in the foreign and domestic 
fields,”

Dr. Dafoe Predicts Quintuplets Will 
Be Returned Home Within 
Few Years 

Atlantic City, N.J—To several 
hundred wives of Canadian and 
American Medical Association physi- 
cians who expressed particular in- 
terest in the mother of the Dionne 
quintuplets, Dr, Allan Roy Dafoe 
predicted early reunion with their 
mother, and union of the entire fam- 
ily “in three or four years.” 

To newspapermen who questioned 
him afterward Dr. Dafoe . said: 
“There is no definite plan, but this 
is the hope.” 

Dr. Dafoe spoke at a women’s 
luncheon and offered to answer ques- 
tions. 

“How will the influence of the 
mother be supplied in raising the 
quintuplets.” one of the women ask-
